Illinois Central System Calls State Control 
of Rates Backward Step 

Thera kaa been mnrh discnsston lately ot Mils Introdnead into Congress to take away from tha 
I'.tiT-- ite Commerce « ominlssinn nil antkortty over state rates. Th» proposed Ivgislation, we bellcvo 
is unprogrosslva. impracticable and itlogieal. 

Oar 'Fodaral Constlintion grew ont of a generally accepted feeling on the part nf the people that 

comnwrce among the st.iles should he tre Our forefathers were convinced thM loi'liitii; hui loi'i iml 
chaos would rasalt from a system which allowed one state to put restrictions upon the commerce of an- 
other atata. Tka Federal Oovemment was fonndfd upon tha theory that commerce and trade were 
national snbjects and shoald not he subjected to local condlllnns. To that etnl tin ('on^llliitlon con- 
fers tka eiclusive power upon Congress to regulate commerce among the states. Uy u long line of 8u- 
prama Court decisions It Is now thoroughly settled that a stato most not be p#rhitted to make any rata 
or regulation which will interfere with Interstate commerce. The power of the Ini.rstate Commerce 
Commission to condemn such rates which do discriminate against interstate commerce has been repeat- 
edly npheld. 

.\s a practical matter, everyone know.s that a railway system trav<>rsing a number ot states is o|i- 
erated as a unit. All its property Is used In both Interstate and intrastste commerce. Ita revennea 
from both are commingled; its expanses as between the two classes of commerce cannot be accurate- 
ly separated. It ought not to malntafh upon Ita line as many separate and distinct systems of rates as 
there are states which it traverses. In the case of the Illinois Central System, passing through and 
Mucking fourteen states. It is obvious at a glance that It ought not to have fifteen systems of rates, 
one applicable to Interstate commerce, and tonrteen others applicable to the commerce of the different 
• states which it serves. If such a theory Is sound, so far ns the practical effect Is concerned. It would 
l e eiiually sound to say that each eonnty traversed by the railroad should have the right tit make a sep- 
arate aystem of rates. Ot course, there is a political difference as between the relation of countiea to 
states and atates to nation, but. a* a pr i> im il matter, the two situations are analogou.v 

No one has ever been able to give any good reason why a passenger making an intrastai,' Journey 
should pay a rate lower than or different fr6in that of the psasenger making an Interstate Journey, both 
oicniivliig the same seat and receiving precisely the .sani arcominodatlnn^. Knilroads In the I'nited 
.suit>.> liave for a long time struggled aguiniit this divided uuthorlty. They h.ive been subjected to a 
number of conflicting regulations, and have been greatly embarrassed and inconvenienced by the 
necessity of obeying the mandates of various stat" commissions im the subject of rat.'s, many of which 
conflict with one another, in some instances stat ' commissions hav« frankly unnounrvd iheir pur- 
pose to give to the people of their own state an advantage over the people of another stale by raakluK 
a dlscriiniiKitory rate adjustment In one western state, a st.ii,' roi iiai<sion put out an order r^ quiring 
the railroads to put up placards in their t-tations explaining bow an inler.siate passenger can def at the 
Interstate rate by buying a ticket to a border line point, getting oft the train, and rebuying across the 
border.

The in- 
terstate Commerce Commission has more than a thousand expert employes, drawn from every section 
of tht country, thoroughly familiar with local prolil.'iiis and comp tent lo as.-ist In the xolntlun of rate 
questions. A petition to the Interstate Commerce Comiiiissiun will in Otarly every case* bring one uf 
these examiners almost to the door of the petitioner, where the complaint can be heard. The proceeil 
ing is Informal, the expense is less, generally speaking, than is involved in going to the slat- capital to 
present a mutter to the state commissiun, and no reason exists why the public generally should not look 
with favor upon a system which will insure fair, eonalsteSt and harmonious treatment of the rate 
structure of the cooatry.

Ing meat scrap. Tbe eggs from the 
pen where no meat acrap was fed cost i 
2.1 eonta more n doaon for food than 
when tbe meat acrap waa ineludod in 
the ration. Fish meal or ftah acrap 
can be used to reiilace the meat 
scrap and coiiipar s f.ivoralily with a : 
good grade of me.it si raii containing i 
the aame per cent of protein. I 

Skim nilk or bnttennllk. either 
sweet or sour, ia oseellent for replac- 
ing part or all of the meat scrap. Tbe 
milk may be used in mixing the mnsb 
If a moist mash is fed. or it can be 
kept liefori the fowls as a drink. If 
clabbered and fed thick or like 
cheese, hens will eat enough of It to 
replace all of the meat scrap needed.
